have, and Republicans there do not 
care for them, no further than they 
can make use of them to promote 
their own political ends. They made 
promises to the negroes in the State 
nominating convention, obtained their 
votes, and now fail to fulfill those 
promises. Negroes have been ostra- 
cised and robbed by the Republican 
party, and are now denied the right 
of representation. Yet they kneel 
and kiss the hand that inflicts the 
stripes. 


Democsats should remember that 
four of the Judges of the United 
States Supreme Court will soon retire 
on account of old age, and if a Re- 
publican President should be elected, 
in the person of Garfield, their places 
would be filled by partisans from the 
Republican leaders, and a majority of 
the court would be Garfield's bench- 
men.
